Today we have 
116 billion in banks and 28 billion 
circulating currency, of which only 
$14 billion is being used. In a word 
we have three times as much cur­ 
rency circulating at onc-half the 
speed that money was circulated in 
1940. Tile result will be a price level 
50 per cent above 1940 because the 
ratio shows that amount of pur­ 
chasing power there 
“In fact we are in the unusual 
situation where the people of the 
United States, maybe not you or I, 
but those of us who have it, have 
enough cash on hand to buy every­ 
thing we can produce.

Sulfa Drugs and Coccidiosis 
Beginning August I the following 
sulfa drugs are available in Penn­ 
sylvania without 
a 
veterinarian’s 
prescription, however only in the 
form of ready mixed feed: Sulfa- 
aguanidine, sulfaquinoxaline, sulfa- 
merazine, sulfamethazine and sulfa­ 
t e a zone. 
AU these drugs are in powder 
form, and can control certain poul­ 
try diseases when applied in time 
and at the right dosage. They can 
be obtained from feed dealers who 
have to mix them according to the 
instructions of the health depart­ 
ment. 
I prefer sulfaguanidine for quick 
control of coccidiosis; I would use 
sulfaquinoxaline for the prevention 
of an coccidiosis outbreak (fed in 
very small amounts continuously), 
but this method should rather be 
used for the producing of broilers 
and not for laying birds. 
The poultry farmer is still not 
allowed to mix the sulfa drugs in 
his own feed without prescription 
of an authorized veterinarian. It 
makes it particularly difficult for 
small producers who can not ase IOO 
pound bugs of sulfa-mixed feed. Let 
us hope that there will be IO pound 


bags available. Do not store more 
mixed feed than you can use for the 
treatm ent of your sick birds, because 
old feed gets rancid and can do more 
harm to birds than expected. 
Liquid Sulfalinamldes are still re­ 
stricted in Pennsylvania to the vet­ 
erinarian's prescription. The most 
effective liquid is Sulmet for the use 
in drinking water. 
When you buy sulfa mixed feed 
insist upon getting a printed recom­ 
mendation from the producer of 
the feed-containing-drug, and treat 
your birds strictly according to the 
manufacturer’s recommendations. 


Molded salads or desserts should 
not be taken out of their molds too 
far in advance of actual serving. 
Bread and cake .should never be 
kept in the same box. Air the con­ 
tainers once a week, preferably in 
the sun.
